RE: Approval of Governing Body Change — Randolph Southern School Corporation

Recommendation: Approve the proposed governing body plan change

Pursuant to IC 20-23-8-10(a)(2), Randolph Southern (“Randolph Southern) School Corporation’s
governing body adopted a resolution to initiate a plan to change its governing body on October 12,
2020. Subsequent to Randolph Southern adopting the resolution to amend its governing body, it
submitted the attached materials for the Indiana State Board of Education’s review and
consideration. The materials included (1) the prior governing body plan; (2) the resolution adopted
by Randolph Southern; (3) the local publication information that includes the language of the new
governing body plan; and (4) the county clerk’s certification that no protest petitions or alternative
plan amendments were submitted to the clerk’s office. Randolph Southern’s resolution seeks to
convert the School Board seat composition from specific Townships to entirely At Large seats.
The Board of School Trustees will still be comprised of five (5) elected members. The proposed
amendment reads:

WHEREAS Randolph Southern School Corporation is the successor in
interest to the school corporation (previously known as Lynn-Burg School
Corporation) created pursuant to the Resolution of Intention to Consolidate
Washington School Township, and Greensfork School Township, Randolph
County, Indiana adopted on July 22, 1963 (“1963 Resolution”, see Exhibit);

WHEREAS the 1963 Resolution speaks, in part, to the composition of
School Board seats for Randolph Southern School Corporation;

WHEREAS the 1963 Resolution contains the contents required by IC § 20-
23-8-7 for a school board organization plan (“Plan”);

WHEREAS the only proposed change to the Plan set forth in the 1963
Resolution is the geographic qualification of the five (5) School Board seats;

WHEREAS the current School Board seat composition is as follows: Two
(2) of the Board members shall be registered legal voters of Washington Township,
two (2) of the Board members shall be registered legal voters of Greensfork
Township, and one (1) member shall be At Large; and

WHEREAS the School Board believes that reconfiguring the composition
of School Board seats to five (5) At Large seats would allow for more participation
from the community as Board seats would not be limited by geography.
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NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that, pursuant to IC § 20-23-8-
10(a)(2), the Randolph Southern School Corporation Board of Education hereby
proposes an organization plan in which School Board seat composition is converted
from specific Townships to entirely At Large seats.

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that all other aspects of the 1963
Resolution/existing School Board Organization Plan would remain unchanged.

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the Secretary of this Board is directed
to cause notice of this Board’s proposal of the foregoing plan change to be
published, as required by IC § 20-23-8-14, in a newspaper of general circulation
published in Randolph County, Indiana within ten (10) days.
